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Applicant's arguments filed March 2, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 2, fifth paragraph, in response to after final , applicant argued that Sagi 
fails to teach or suggest the limitation of "making available the current operation mode 
of the user terminal for enquiries by other users." 

The examiner disagrees. Sagi teaches making available the current operation 
mode of the user terminal for enquiries by other users. Sagi teaches routing a 
communication message based on subscriber profile (operating mode). Sagi teaches a 
server (320) in communication network (110) and communication devices (210-230) 
(see figures 2 and 3). Sagi teaches server retrieves a subscriber profile associated with 
User B in response to user B registration for service (user B being a cellular telephone). 
The subscriber profile (i.e., the operating information includes textual message , voice 
message etc.), this is upon user A enquiry to communicate with user B. (see column 6, 
lines 10-21 and column 6, line 34-46) and figure 4). 

During examination the USPTO must give claims their broadest reasonable 
interpretation.). This means that the words of the claim must be given their plain 
meaning unless applicant has provided a clear definition in the specification . In re Zletz, 
893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989) (discussed below); Chef 
America, Inc. v. Lamb-Weston, Inc., 358 F.3d 1371, 1372, 69 USPQ2d 1857 (Fed. Cir. 
2004). 
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Sagi teaches server that makes available the current operating mode of 
(subscriber or user B) upon user A enquiries the operating mode of user B (see figure 4 
and it's disclosure as pointed out above). 

To sum up, in response to final office action, the examiner fully considered , 
however, in view of the teaching of the applied prior art and response to argument 
explained above, the finality of the office action is maintained. 
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
